V. S. Reds bought him a 
long time ago, and are now stuck 
with him. 
Note the following letter, pub­ 
lished in the m agazine “The Com­ 
m unist,’* back in lb43. The letter 
is dated July 17 of that year: 
"G reetings to Don Pedro Albizu 
Campos: 
“The meeting of the National 
Committee of the American Com­ 
m unist Party extends its heartfelt 
fraternal greetings to Brother Cam­ 
pos and wishes him an early re ­ 
covery from his illness. 
“The 
people * of 
P uerto 
Rico 
unanim ously dem and the right of 
self-determ ination, which is one of 
the aim s of this people's war. This 
they have dem onstrated through 
the unanim ous vote in the legis­ 
lature and in the broad people’s 
congress recently held in Puerto 
Rico. 
“Through Brothers Campos and 
Juan Antonio C orretjer, the leaders 
of the N ationalist Party, we pledge 
our full support to the N ationalist 
Party and com plete unification of 
all people of Puerto Rico and their 
various parties around the suprem e 
task of achieving full nationhood. 
We will fulfill our pledge by rally­ 
ing the 
people's 
party 
and the 
labor movement in our country to 
Puerto 
Rico independence as a 


Rican governm ent five days before 
the attem pt on President T rum an’s 
life. This was not the first tim e 
Campos resorted to violence. On 
the contrary, he is responsible for 
so many slayings and riots that au ­ 
thorities have quit counting.

one, however, has come up with au 
explanation of how he is perm itted 
to run loose.

with pistols and knives. Sometimes 
he w ent so far as to m ake the ap ­ 
peals over Puerto Rican radio sta ­ 
tions, so there was no secret about 
whut he was up to. He bus steadily 
praised 
Russia and berated the 
U. S. 
Communists, in publicly ducking 
any connection with the two Na­ 
tionalists who took potshots at the 
President's 
guards, 
nevertheless 
wasted little time in sending rein ­ 
forcem ents to Campos. The Daily 
W orker im m ediately dispatched a 
propagandist, and several more fo l­ 
lowed later. All are now writing 
Soviet prose about Puerto Rican 
freedom. 
W hat they really mean 
is freedom for the N ationalist Party 
to take over the governm ent.
